SALTING 
HAY, 


Farmers are divided in opinion as to the 


utility of salting hay. 
One thing is certain, 


that it has never proved sufficiently advan- 
tageous to become adopted by good farmers 
to any extent. Wo do not think it would 
affect tho weight, nclesa applied in doses so 
large as to injure nuinipR 
Four quarts to 


the ton are as much as we would ad visa for 
an experiment. 
Some farmers inform us 


that three quarts per ton makes their hay 
more palatable, nnd prevents umstinesa, 
while others give unfavorable reports. 
So 


smrll n quantity would not probably produce 
much effect either way. 
Hay contains nat- 


urally several pounds of salt per ton (tha 
precise amount we have not at hand), 
which is probably about us much as animals 
need. 
A difficulty iu .calling hay is in ap- 


plyinR it evenly; it woi-'d be likely to be 
spread in masses, arid nuimals would get it 
in undue quantities at times. 
On the whole 


we have not much to say in favor of salting 
hay, but would depend more on a good 
ted-

United "States celebrated their ninety-ninth 
anniversary of the declaration of indepsn 
dance, and today the people of Liberia in 
West Africa celebrate their twenty-eighth 
anniversary. Tho young African republic 
was planted by some of the best men ol 
our nation such as Chief Justice Marshall, 
Henry Clay, Andrew Jackson, James Mon- 
roe, 
Samuel J. Mills, Archibald Alexander 


and others. Tho constitution of Liberia 
more closely resembles that of the United 
States than ady other nation. Abraham Lin- 
cola was the friend of the republic of Li- 
beria. The flag of the African republic re- 
sembles our own, having eleven stripes, six 
red and five white.with a square blue ground 
and one white alar. The republic will be 
represented at the centennial in Philadel- 
phia. A citizen ot Liberia, the Rev. Mel- 
ford D. Hemdon, made a very favorable im- 
pression in Kewport, by his eloquent ad- 
dress at the lost anniversary of the Warren 
Baptist Association which was held in the 
Second Baptist church. A generous philan- 
thropist in England offers £250 towards an 
exploration of tho region between Liberia 
and llu: Xigor river.

to entertain, iitul to worship according to 
the dictates of OUO'B own conscience, or not 
to worship at all, ia guaranteed to all classes. 
And this is a right with which our people 
will never willingly part. It is at the samo 
time a privilege which brings with it pecu- 
liar responsibilities, and places each person 
under obligations to .respect tho opinions 
and convictions of others. On this point men 
not 
unfrequoutly mistake and confound 


liberty with tha right to annoy, if not in 
fact the right to 
abridge the liberties of 


others. The very principles of which wo 
speak requires mutual concessions, and de- 
mands universal forbearance. 
If one man 


in a community holds opinions contrary to 
those entertained by his fellows-he has a 
right to them, and nobody should disturb 
him therefor. 
But he must not carry bis 


private views into public marts GO as to in- 
terfere with tho consciencea of others. If 
Le does, then the one man becomes a tyrant 
and under tho pica of tolerance becomes 
grossly intollerant, and denies to a whole 
community, what ho claims for himself. 
The case of the Sabbatarian is in point. He 
believes in keeping the sevouth day and no 
man can stiy ho shall not close his shop on 
that day and attend church. 
It is hie privi- 


lege to do exactly as he pleases in regard, to 
it. So the community at large may keep the 
first day, and their conscientious scruples that 
it should be kspl aa a holy day are to be re- 
spected. If -the Sabbatarian, having enjoyed, 
his day of rest now insists on destroying 
the sabbath of his neighbors, he ia acting 
in open violation of the principle of religious 
liberty. In other words he demands that 
his conscience should be put above tho con- 
sciences of other men, and that is the very 
essence of intolerance tho world over. If 
ho now bo required to leave the first day of 
the week as a day cf quiet and rest to his 
neighbor he is simply asked to give the 
liberty to others in Ihfcir view of the sab- 
baLh that ho demands and has a right to 
demand for himself. Public law very prop- 
erly regulates public trafic. but H in no eft 
iuterfora with conscience in the question be- 
fore us. It does not compel a man to break 
the sabbath whether ho prefers th&firstor 
the seventh d;iy. Tho ploa of religious 
persecution in tho case that lias attracted 
some attention among us in therefore the 
sheerest nonsense and cannot be tolerated a 
moment. 
In fact the infringement of 


private rights ia nli on the other side, an 
moment's reflection will Miow to the candid 
thinker.

A Fast lUail Train lor 
tlto AVcwi. 


The Tribune tomorrow announces that 


the Postmaster General has selected a mail 
route along the shores of the lakes for nfast 
train to the west. It is expected to begin to 
run the first of October. 
It will make the 


distance from New York to Chicago in not 
more than twenty six hours, and it is hoped 
to reduce tho time to twenty four, a gain of 
twelve hours over the present mail and os- 
press trains. The amount of mail matter to 
be carried by this train will be enormous. 
There will be four largo postal cars of im- 
proved construction, carrying 
thirty-five 


tons of matter, and it is thought by the de- 
partment tho amount to be carried 
will 


reach forty-tiro tons before tho expiration 
of sis months. The greater part of the 
work of distribution will be done on the 
cars. Newspapers will be taken in by the 
bundle, and folded and distributed en route. 
Relays of clerks will be stationed at Syra- 
cuse, Buffalo and Toledo. This enterprise 
will not cost one cent additional e^ponso,tho 
railroads having mot tho government in the 
moat generous spirit.
